Mr. Surman has advertised 
his parts as sold by me on his title-pages, and induced me to 
insert the separate parts of Handel's Oratorios in my No. 3 
Catalogue : it therefore becomes necessary for me to take this 
public notice of what I could otherwise have left unheeded. 
I can only account for this extraordinary course of refusing to 
sell his music, by attributing it to Mr. Surman's dismissal by 
the Sacred Harmonic Society, and his consequent wish to put 
them to temporary inconvenience — in which, unfortunately, 
you are for the present included. I have even tried to send 
you the music you want by transferring your order to other 
London music-sellers, but with no success j and you will readily 
understand that all must be denied, or the Society could not be 
prevented from buying the parts they may want. I have taken 
immediate steps to repair this temporary inconvenience by 
engraving the whole of the parts which I have been induced 
to advertise in my catalogue, and considerable progress is already 
made with them ; but as it is unavoidably a work requiring 
time, my friends, I hope, will have a little patience with me. 
I will, however, use all diligence, and I can promise them that 
they shall not long be deprived of the power of purchasing 
parts, even if Mr. Surman should not awaken to a sense of 
what he owes to the public who has hitherto supported him.
